Parcels 
Post. retary of the Postal Progress League, 


under cover of May 11, 1904. This epis- 
tle is as follows: 

“Apropos to the attacks of the retail hardware mer- 
chants on the Postal Progress League and our proposed 
Parcels Post, I note that the farmers are threatening to 
boycott merchants who oppose this proposed service. 

“I fancy that when the struggle comes in Congress, as 
come it will, the farmers will be found to have the most 
votes and we will do our best to aid in their organization. 

“The proposed Parcels Post is for the common benefit. 
All merchants will benefit by it, for it will provide equal facili- 
ties for all and facilities that will steadily improve. The 
jobber, the retail merchant, all will do a bigger business than 
ever before—and with less capital, less liability to lose. They 
will require less’ stock, will need less capital, will reap richer 
returns—although they will lose their present absolute con- 
trol over their neighbors—absolute .control where the mail 
order houses do not go—and where the mail order houses do 
go the small merchant will be better off than he is to-day. 
If the mail order houses offer better facilities than the job- 
ber the small merchant will act as a go-between. The jobber, 
the retail merchant and the mail order houses all have a 
legitimate field. All have equal rights and each should be 
entitled to the same privileges as the other and to no more. 
This league has this motto: 

““One for all 
All for one.’ 

“We challenge criticism.”

How much more are the business men of the United 
States interested in Shanghai, Hawaii or Manila than in Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin? How much more does it cost to send 
mail matter to Europe than to China, to St. Thomas than to 
the Philippines? Are not the manufacturers and merchants 
of the United States as much entitled to a foreign parcels 
service as are the manufacturers of Great Britain?” 

The writer coincides with Mr. Cowles’ views as to 
a foreign parcels post. So does W. P. Bogardus, 
president of the National Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association. He is on record to that effect. We have 
also heard M. L. Corey, secretary of the same body 
declare his belief in the advisability of a foreign par- 
cels post. But no retail merchant should lose sight of 
the fact that the array of arguments presented by the 
Postal Progress League are mere subterfuges to be- 
cloud the paramount issue—dust thrown in the eyes 
of the mercantile world—sheep’s clothing that feebly 
mask the greedy commercial head of the mail order 
wolf. We want every reader of our paper to care- 
fully compare the letter written us by Secretary 
Cowles with the excerpt from the circular which the 
Postal Progress League encloses with all its corre- 
spondence. Their play for a foreign parcels post is 
a harmless wooden horse, a Grecian gift which the 
retail commercial world are asked to take within their 
entrenched battlements. Should the retailers be gulled 
into acquiescence in the schemes of this league be- 
cause the rates on United States merchandise sent to 
Shanghai are inequitable, they will find too late that 
the wooden horse is full of catalogue house conspira- 
tors, who will have an added leverage on retail busi- 
ness. Too late they will learn that it is not the trade of 
Shanghai, China, but of Shabbona, IIl.; not that of 
Macao, but Marshall, Mo.; not that of Vladivostock, 
but Vinton, Ia., that the backers of this league are 
after. 

We have racked our brains for Mr. Cowles’ motive 
in sending us the letter given herewith, and our sur- 
mise is that underrating the strength of mind and 
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dogged resolution of the hardware fraternity, he cun- 
ningly thought that if we published it, it would scare 
many of them from the prosecution of their parcels 
post campaign in craven fear lest farmers “boycott” 
them. 

If this were your reason, Mr. Secretary of the Pos- 


_tal Progress League, you overshot the mark. The 


hardware trade are not cowards—they aré not to be 
intimidated, and if we mistake not this puerile threat 
will prove a boomerang to the mail order masquer- 
ade, commonly known as the Postal Progress League. 
American manhood will not tolerate un-American 
methods. We do not believe American farmers are 
making this threat, and if a few tools of the mail order 
people try it, they will be deluged with a universal tor- 
rent of execration and will be glad to escape from 
odium to oblivion. 

To be candid with you, readers, what do you think 
of Cowles’ letter, anyway? After admitting “the at- 
tacks of the retail hardware merchants on the Postal 
Progress League and our proposed parcels post,” he 
calmly states ex-cathedra that “all the merchants will 


_ benefit by it,” and that “the retail merchant will do a 


bigger business than ever before.” Furthermore he 
will “require less stock,” “need less capital” and “will 
reap richer returns.” This in spite of the fact that re- 
tailers “will lose their present absolute control over 
their neighbors, which is an euphemism for stating 
that a big increase in mail order business will follow 
the introduction of the parcels post. 

Poor asinine hardware men—they are attacking a 
measure that will enable them to do a bigger business. 
They do not. realize that an increase in the amount of 
mail order business in their neighborhood is going to 
make their business “reap richer returns.” The trou- 
ble with some imbeciles who started in some 20 or 30 
years ago to run.a hardware store in some sequestered 
community and have grown up with the country is 
that theyshave “absolute control” of their neighbors 
as they have been so silly that they have made fair 
prices, kept good goods and have not given the cata- 
logue houses a chance to butt in. 

But after all, gentlemen, we must all take our hats 
off to Mr. Cowles. After having seen how thorough- 
ly Bogardus and Corey took the wind out of his sales 
at Atlantic City in November, 1903, riddling his argu- 
ments into pieces, pulverizing his attempted logic, ex- 
posing the patchwork of misleading statistics with 
which he embellished his address, and holding up to 


. scorn his dummy of a foreign parcels post, one would 


have supposed that Mr. Cowles would have avoided 
hardware circles for at least a year. 

But here in May, 1904, six months after he had re- 
ceived such severe rhetorical trouncings he bobs up 
again as serene as ever. ‘

What is catalogue house competition, anyway? | 
it not largely a battle in which the mail order house 
depend on superior advertising to sell either chea; 
goods at good profits or good goods at good profits 
Various plans for meeting this competition are devise: 
by different dealers, one of whom, an Ohioan, who ha 
been phenomenally successful, recently told me his 
experiences. They are not patented. In fact, the, 
are in use by thousands of progressive dealers to-day 
and nowhere is their chance for winning out so good 
as in the hardware trade. This dealer is situated ‘in 
a prosperous community and carries a high grade oi 
goods. At first, like many others, he pooh-poohed 
the danger of cotalogue house competition, but for 
tunately awoke early to the dangerous inroads it was 
making in his trade. 

A study of their methods convinced him that th: 
goods prominently advertised in their catalogues wer: 
largely “bait” and formed but a moderate percentag: 
of their sales, as a farmer once lured to write for -a 
cheap steel] range or buggy was led on to purchase a 
better article. He tried fighting fire with fire,-sectired 
low-priced goods from general jobbing concerns cater 
ing to racket store trade and made a drive on these 
with his liberal local advertising. The prices he made 
in these announcements, while allowing him a good 
profit, were still phenomenally low and appealed to 
the bargaining instinct which is an ineradicable feature 
of human nature. He sold quantities of these goods, 
but just as the catalogue houses and department stores 
do, he also sold quantities of higher grade goods—more 
than ever before. In a conversation with the writer 
he said: “A farmer or farmer’s wife would come into 
my store and ask to see some of these low priced 
goods. My clerks would show them “exactly as ad- 
vertised” and would then casually show higher. grade 
goods which we warranted, stating that some people 
thought that it paid better to get a dipper or a wash 
boiler that would stand long service, fully protected 
by guarantees. from both maker and jobber, and others 
preferred to buy as cheaply as possible, wear the goods 
to pieces and buy again. The clerk woild add: “We 
sell a good deal of both kinds. Now Job X. was in 
here the other day and bought an extensive assort- 
ment of this cheap line and the young ladies. who are 
getting up a kitchen shower. for Banker Y.’s daughter 
made quite an inroad into our guaranteed goods the 
other day.” To explain further I would state that 
Job X. was a very shiftless farmer, whose methods 
were not generally highly thought of, and Banker Y. 
was one of the leading citizens of our town. The use 
of the names of similar recent customers proved very 
effective in selling high class goods. 

“This statement of mine reflects unnecessarily. on 
these bait goods of ours. They were better. in: ever, 
way than similar goods offered by: catalogue houses. 
as I showed by practical demonstration,-as’ I ‘secured 
some catalogue house goods of similar appearance 
and put thé two lines’ side by side, with’a sign, ‘One 
of these kettles is sold by a catalogue. house at $1.35.

while we sell the other at 89c.’ As ours was the bet- 
ter kettle, it was almost invariably picked out as the 
supply house article, and resulted in many sales.” 

It is an egregious blunder in my opinion for a 
dealer to try to cut the prices of good goods to meet 
the competition of cheap goods. In the first place he 
wipes out his profit, and in the second place he actually 
fosters mail order trade by confirming his customers 
in the belief sedulously stimulated by the catalogue 
house people that his profits are out of proportion— 
his foolish price cutting appearing to bear out the 
lies with which the big catalogues teem. 

On the other hand, if he once realizes that two can 
play at the game, he parallels the line of the catalogue 
house, and there are general merchandise jobbers who 
can help him out in a’ way that will surprise him if 
he has done no investigating along this line. This 
ability of his to show the two classes of goods side 
by side takes off the glamor caused by the magnilo- 
quent descriptions and mendacious cuts so prolific in 
mail order catalogues. Furthermore, there is a large 
trade to which price is the sine qua non and whose 
education as regards quality is a painfully laborious 
process. If these people must have low priced goods 
and you can sell them at a profit, why not do it?’ 

It seems to me that this dealer is working along 
aggressive and up-to-date lines. His methods are 
closely analogous to those successfully used by C. A. 
Peck, Berlin, Wis., secretary of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association and one of the shrewd- 
est men in the business. Mr, Peck’s scheme as ex- 
plained before a meeting of the Wisconsin Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association some years ago, was 
to sell two kinds of goods, one kind of which he just 
sold and the other of which he first labeled “Peck’s 
Own,” and then sold. If anything happened to the 
latter kind he always made good with the customer 
and then passed the making good feaiure along to 
the manufacturer. 

This system of his gave the customer two options. 
He could either buy after the catalogue house idea 
of non-responsibility and be at least the freight to 
the good, or else he could secure goods which must 
conform to a high standard, as it is an impossibility 
for a home dealer to successfully back up low grade 
goods for any length of time. 

This Ohio hardware dealer hits the nail on the 
head when he deprecates the folly of selling a good 
grade of goods at low prices to meet the competition 


of inferior catalogue house goods.

One of the “Fringe” at the recent convention of the 
National Association of Stove Manufacturers told the 
following little story at the close of the convention 
illustrating his feelings at the moment. It is hard to 
faithfully reproduce the effect of his little tale owing 
to the significant elocutionary features which accom- 
panied it. He said: “Years ago when I was a strip- 
ling in Germany, I remember going with my father 
and uncle to a wedding, starting late in the afternoon. 
On the way we met a number of school boys who 
asked us where we were going, and with considerable 
pride I said: ‘I am going to a wedding,’ my manner 
of speech expressing to a greater or less degree the 
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exuberance which I felt. Weddings in the old coun- 
try are more prolonged functions than in America, and 
the revelries in conjunction with this one lasted all 
night. Early in the morning as I was returning from 
this function, | again met the same school boys and 
they asked where I had been, and I said in a voice 
dominated by the tremulo of exhaustion, ‘I have been 
to a wedding.’ 

“This experience of my adolescent days comes back 
to me very strikingly in conjunction with this conven 
tion. Several days ago I was telling my friends in 
my home city with more or less dignity that ‘I was 
going to New York,’ and when I come back to that 
city I will say, as I did after the wedding, ‘I have been 
to New York.’” 

This story as I tell it here is more or less flat, as it 
lacks the significance which can only be given to it by 
the human voice.

obsequious poster bring him a Whoopla stove as he 
would a club cocktail, nor can he be served when or- 
dering an enameled coffee biggin as though it were a 
Porto Rico Perfecto. It’s a great thing to have a 
good follow-up system so that the attention attracted 
by the advertisement can be quickly riveted on the 
article itself and the salesman can do the rest. That 
manufacturers and dealers recognize this essential 
principle of publicity is shown by the conglomeration 
of signs, some made by printers who use hideous wood 
types on the Gothic order—which are perhaps useful 
for the top line of an optician’s chart or a vaudeville

poster, but nowhere else—and some daubed by clerks 
who do “sign writing” on the side and guarantee 
original and weird mutilation of the Queen’s English. 

These advertisements are an improvement over the 
signs on the sides of the back-woods barn, as they 
are better located. People attracted by them, un- 
couth as they may be, will look for the goods shown, 
but why not have artistic signs, such as are furnished 
in “Decalcomania,” which is a retail advertising sys-

tem devised by the Meyercord Co., 1108-1114 Cham- 
ber of Commerce Building, Chicago. This is a trans- 
fer process, which enables anyone to transfer attractive 
signs to glass. The manufacturer supplying the deal- 
er with these gets some inexpensive and yet very ef- 
fective advertising, and the dealer to whom the manu- 
facturer gives them gets some striking artistic adver- 
tising matter free. 

The following are the points claimed by this firm 
for their process: 

“That in a design can be illustrated accurately pack- 
age, trade mark, building, etc., in handsome, perma- 
nent and natural colors, including non-tarnishable 
aluminum gold metal leaf. 

“That dealers and manufacturers are benefited alike 
and that every first-class dealer is generally pleased 
when he receives one of these handsome signs, as it is 
self-evident to him that the manufacturer is co-operat- 
ing with him in an earnest effort to sell the goods. 

“The signs are virtually imperishable and therefore 
infinitely cheaper than other sign advertisements. The 
signs cannot be removed from the windows with delib- 
erate pains being taken; ordinary washing of the win- 
dows does not affect them. 

“Our sign calls attention to a product just at the 
right time—when the purchaser is in the store, and 
also catches the eye of the passer-by ; it tells your story 
at a time, in a place, when and where the goods are 
on sale. 

“Our signs are always in plain sight; nothing can 
be hung over them; wind cannot blow them off a hook. 

“Our signs are opalescent and non-obstructing light, 
being made in open sign writer’s style, quality and 
effect. 

“The signs can readily be applied without much 
time, skill or expense by any novice. 

“The signs can be mailed, can be carried convenient- 


ly by salesmen or can be shipped with goods.”

THE OLD THREE-STORY STOVE AT THB CAPITOL 
IN RICHIIOND, VA. 


[he accompanying cut shows the old three-story 
stove in the capitol at Richmond, Va. The stove was 
made in London in 1770 by Buzaglo, a celebrated 
stove-maker of that period, and called by him a 
“warming machine.” Lord Botetourt, governor of 
Virginia, ordered it as a present to the Colonial House 
of Burgisses, at Williamsburg. He died before it was 
sent to Virginia, but his heir and executor, the Duke 
of Beaufort, carried out his purpose. 

Buzaglo, writing to the Duke August 15, 1770,

says: “The elegance of workmanship does honor to 
Great Britain; it excels in grandeur anything ever 
seen of the kind, and is a masterpiece not to be 
equalled in alk Europe. It has met with general ap- 
plause, and could not be sufficiently admired !” 

On one side it is decorated with colonial arms and 
the motto, “En dat Virginia Quartam,” and on the 
other with a figure of Justice carrying out a scroll, 
marked Magna Charta, and the motto, “Pro aris et 
focts” (for our altars and firesides).

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MEETING NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF MANU- 
FACTURERS. 





The ninth annual convention of the National Associatio: 
of Manufacturers was held in Pittsburgh commencing May 17 

D. C. Ripley, chairman of the local general committee 
called the body to order; the opening invocation was offered 
by the Rev. S. Edward Young, and addresses of welcom« 
were delivered by City Solicitor W. B. Rodgers for Mayor 
Hays, by Adjutant-General Thomas Stewart for Governor 
Pennypacker, and by Representative J. W. Brown for the 
Pittsburgh Chamber of Commerce. 

The sentiment of the convention was indicated by thx 
adoption of the report of the committee on tariff and reci 
procity, which presented these resolutions: 

Resolved, That the National Association of Manufacturer. 
recommend to Congress the establishment of a tariff and reci 
procity commission as a bureau in the Department of Com 
merce and Labor, to investigate and report to the president 
and Congress the effort of tariff changes; that Congress es 
tablish a maximum and minimum of tariff rates and authoriz 
the president to change within the limits by proclamation 
the tariff to carry into effect reciprocity by treaties or to op 
pose unfair combinations or any unfair trade or commerc:« 
in this country or between this and foreign countries. 

Changes in the present patent laws were deprecated by 
the report of the committee on patents. There is now pend 
ing in Congress a bill providing a sliding scale of fees. Th« 
committee urged its defeat on the ground that it is useless. 
would cause confusion, and would entail unnecessary expense 

Percy F. Smith of Pittsburgh said the question was an 
important one, and that the report of the committee and the 
resolution should go through the proper channels. He said 
that if all reports were true the patent office should be in 
vestigated “from cellar to garret.” 

The subject was referred to the resolutions committe 
The same committee recommended the adoption of the reso 
lution passed by the Cincinnati Chamber of Commerce, favor 
ing the establishment of a commission which shall be em 
powered to issue credentials to the better class of Chinese. 
so they may visit this country without the expectation of 
being humiliated by the provisions of the Chinese Exclusion 
act. 

James W. Brown dilated on the statistics of the city of 
Pittsburgh. He asked the co-operation of the delegates in the 
improvement of the Ohio River and its tributaries.

PROTEST AGAINST COMPETITION OF GAS

The Milwaukee Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation are objecting to the manner in which the Mil- 
waukee Gas Light Co. is said to be pushing the sale 
of gas ranges, claiming that by so doing the profits 
of the hardware dealers throughout the city are being 
curtailed.

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even mention gas for fuel purposes. The company 
has no business to let its solicitors try to sell ranges 
as against the hardware men, who have a legitimate 
business to maintain, and who depend on that for a 
livelihood. The company denies that its agents do 
solicit, but I notice that ranges are sold by the com- 
pany, just the same. If this gas company wants to 
carry on in this manner it will simply hurt itself by 
creating more of an incentive in favor of the new gas 
company which is trying to get a franchise to sell 
fuel gas here.”

And only by a careful study of this prob- 
lem will we be able to hold our trade, where the manufac- 
turer, the jobbers and the retail dealers will ail be protected 
by a band of individuals. For we believe that the greatness 
of our nation can be no greater than her citizens. So we 
believe this association can only become great as the indi- 
vidual members make it so. Then let us have high ideals 
and lofty ambitions and make our Twin Territories one of 
the grandest associations known to-day. Association work is 
becoming more in evidence each year; over half the states 
aow have organized associations, and these associations be- 
come members of the national association, giving to the 
weak and small organizations all the benefits and protection 
ef large associations. Minnesota has six hundred members, 


lowa and Indiana each have over five hundred, and severa! 
other states have nearly as many members. Now, why can’t 
we come to the front with these progressive states? 


THE ITALY OF AMERICA. 


Located as we are in the best part of this country, all 
ayes are turned toward this new and beautiful country. The 
immigrant agents have named it, “The Italy of America,” a 
place noted for its beautiful prairies and fertile valleys, the 
Paradise of the implement man, recognized by all manufac- 
turers as the best field for their goods. And the harvest is 
ready. So let us organize here and protect our trade from 
every standpoint possible. Among the things I will call your 
attention to will be: the catalogue house, the department 
store, the buggy trailer, steel range peddlers, the shade 
tree implement man, the parcels post bill, the overcharge 
in freight, the breakage and shortage on shipments. 


ALL WILL GET A HEARING. 


With organization all these wiil get a hearing. Why? 
Because the manufacturers and jobbers want our business 
and the railroad companies want to carry the goods. And 
because of this you will save many times the cost of belonging 
to this organization. And when these evils shall have been 
removed, or satisfactorily adjusted, then the object of our 
association will be accomplished, and not until then. 


MORE SYSTEMATIC BUSINESS RELATIONS. 


The manufacturers and jobbers are glad to have us 
organized, and a more systematic business relation is the 
result. And this will soon demand straight sales, and then 
there will be fewer bankrupts and fewer losses from loose 
agencies. The question of credits is a great problem, and 
always with us, and requires our constant and careful atten- 
tion. 

SCATTERS SUNSHINE. 


Another matter is the drummer. Gentlemen, I ask you 
to be good to the traveling man; business courtesy demands 
it, and he is your very best friend. He brings the best 
bargains to your door, and always smiling and hopeful, scat- 
tering sunshine wherever he goes. He does not complain, 
even though you cannot give him an order; but remember 
his time costs money and be fair with him; he is out for 
business. 

SOUTHWEST IS PROSPEROUS. 


The future is inviting; our factories are all busy, and we 
are glad, for this whole Southwest is sharing in this pros- 
perity. The thrift and push of our people are all characteris- 
tic of the land and day in which we live. While this may be 
an off year with some of you by reason of short crops or 
otherwise, the trade as a whole has been good, even beyond 
our expectations. We only ask for a friendly co-operation 
from our manufacturers and jobbers; there is room and need 
for all, but it is only by friendly co-operation that the best 
results can be obtained. 


NO FALSE ALARM. 


Be honest, fair, and considerate dealers. In most cases 
the Jobbers are fair, but it is your duty as members of this 
association to report irregular dealings by any Manufacturer 
or Jobber, and let the matter be fully investigated by your 
grievance committee without prejudice, and let the offender 
be sacrificed as the facts may warrant. This is no false alarm, 
but without arbitration we, as dealers, have rights that must 
be respected. And how are we to get this? Only by careful 
business methods.

WHAT TRADE SHOULD THE MANUFACTURER 
AND JOBBER RIGHTFULLY CANVASS 
AND SELL. 





ALL ARE DEEPLY INTERESTED. 

In the discussion of the subject you have given me, 
‘What Trade Should the Manufacturer and Jobber Rightfully 
Canvass and Sell?” is a question we are all deeply interested 
in, as upon this rests very largely our success as merchants. 
If the manufacturer and jobber sold anyone who might buy 
and at the prices they could make it would establish prices 
that no legitimate merchant could compete with, and neces- 
sarily we would have to do business at a loss or change our 
occupation. Most manufacturers and jobbers agree with us 
that they should not sell the consumer, but some contend 
that they ought to sell to anyone, if his bill amounts to a 
certain amount, and make wholesale prices, which I contend 
is wrong. If the customer wants to buy a large bill of goods 
there is not one of us here to-day but would be willing to sell 
at a very small per cent profit and save our business from 
being infringed upon and injured by the wholesaler quoting 
prices direct to the trade. 

A FALSE IDEA CREATED. 

Another trouble arises when the wholesaler sells the 
trade, it creates an idea in the minds of the consumer that 
they are being overcharged by the local merchant on every- 
thing he buys, and he is apt to get catalogues from all the

cat-houses he can hear of and expect the local merchant to 
compete with that kind of competition, which we all know 
is unreasonable. No manufacturer or jobber should sell 
catalogue houses, because they sell them the poorer grades of 
goods they manufacture, and the catalogue house in turn sells 
them as first-class goods, and with open competition with 
the same goods you have on your shelves or your sample 
floor, and as they are all sold by cuts the consumer has noth 
ing to compare values by, and consequently gets cheaper 
goods at a higher price. On small goods, such as shelf goods, 
the merchant does not need as much protection from the 
manufacturer and jobber as on goods that represent a 
greater investment to the buyer on each sale, for example 


AGENCIES SHOULD NOT BE PLACED TOO CLOSE TOGETHER. 

A merchant needs more territory protection on binders, 
mowers, plow goods, mindmills, buggies, wagons and steel 
ranges than he does on goods that he sells every day in small 
quantities that represent a small investment to the consumer, 
while on the larger sale he will consult more carefully his 
catalogue. Manufacturers and jobbers should not put their 
agencies, especially on large goods, too close together, as it 
does not give the merchant enough territory to justify him in 
pushing the line he sells, as but a few miles from him is a 
blacksmith or well driller selling the same article he is selling 
and at a price he cannot afford. If the well driller or black- 
smith wants to sell goods let him make arrangements with a 
local merchant to sell the goods and at a price that each can 
make a small profit and not ruin the merchant’s business by 
selling on too narrow a margin. 

MERCHANT IS ESSENTIAL TO THE COMMUNITY. 

The merchant that carries a stock of goods and has his 
money invested is just as essential to the community as is the 
farmer and his business should be protected just as well and 
the state or territory that goes into the manufacture of any 
staple article and then sells it to the consumer at wholesale 
prices and furnishes only enough of it to ruin the prices is 
discriminating against one class of its citizens in favor of 
another, and is not right and should not be encouraged by 
our members. Manufacturers and jobbers ought to be made 
to feel that we are unalterably opposed to seliing the trailer 
and canvasser who carries no stock, but goes through the 
country, using the roads we help to build and maintain, selling 
goods to our customers and generally of an inferior grade, at 
a long price, and thus depriving the local merchant of the 
profits justly belonging to him. 

CREATION OF A FEELING OF MUTUAL PROTECTION. 

I believe that if the manufacturer and jobber will sell only 
legitimate merchants who carry a stock of goods suitable to 
their needs, that if the manufacturer and jobber would pro- 
tect the above class of merchants, there would be a feeling 
of mutual protection that would make lasting friends be- 
tween wholesalers and retailers that would be a permanent 
benefit to both. That the business of wholesale and retail 
merchants would be put on a better basis because we would 
each feel the necessity of each other, as each are essential to 
our modern mode of doing business. We should be friends 
and brothers and not feel antagonistic one to the other, but 
build up in these grand territories a system of business in 
which the manufacturer and jobber and retail merchant are 
co-workers, and by us working each for the other we can 
relegate to the rear all the catalogue competition, and give us 
proper, protection from buggy trailers, range peddlers and 
kindred abusers. 

SHOULD THROW BUSINESS TO FRIENDS. 

Let us as retailers patronize only those manufacturers 
and jobbers who will protect us in our business and who will 
give the glad hand to all who are legitimately in the retail 
trade and have a reasonable amount of goods on hand to sell 
from. As retail merchants we should learn to know each 
other better, have more faith in each other, get closer together 
and then throw our business to our friends, the manufacturer 
and jobber who see to it that our interests are protected and 
thus we protect each other.

s not been what it should be, and it is proposed to regu- 
late this matter, or at least make arrangements which would 
seem likely to accomplish the desired results. We want you 
n hand to give us your suggestions and advice on this prop- 
osition. 

“Another important proposition which will be discussed 
is that of Steel Plow Goods. Conditions are ow auspicious 
for our securing favorable legislation from the manufac- 
turers of this line if our membership will back up our efforts. 
Whether you are or are not interested in this business, we 
need your influence. We must have the co-operation of all 
our members if we hope to accomplish the best returns from 
the organization, and this can best be done by meeting with 
us and assisting in these matters. 

“We are also going to endeavor to make it possible for 
the hardware jobbers to improve internal conditions. The 
jobbers have troubles which can be remedied to a consider- 
able extent if we can go at it in the right way. Certain 
sections have more troubles than others. For instance, the 
immediate South are very much annoyed in consequence of 
future dating, and we believe practically the entire territory 
are giving sixty-day terms on staple goods. It is going to 
be our endeavor to bring down a number of these staples 
to thirty-day net terms, or one per cent off for cash in ten 
days.”

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FREIGHT RATES IN ILLINOIS. 








The Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
are sending out an interesting pamphlet dealing with 
the subject of “Freight Rates In Illinois.” Copies of 
this pamphlet can be secured from President Chas, H. 
Williams, Streator; Secretary L. D. Nish, Elgin, or 
C. M. Hurst, Decatur, chairman of the Freight Com- 
mittee. Regretting that lack of space prevents us from 
reproducing this pamphlet in full, we make the fol- 
lowing interesting excerpts from its pages: 


HOW YOU ARE ROBBED. 

It is time that every dealer of Illinois should know that 
freight rates are higher on the average in this state, by nearly 
one-half, than they are in any of the surrounding states. The 
rates in Illinois are practically the same that they were twenty 
years ago although in that time they have been steadily re- 
duced in adjacent states. The cost of moving a ton of freight 
a mile, to-day, is about one-fifth of the cost it was when the 
present rates were established, yet the railroads are permitted 
to charge practically the same prices they charged twenty 
years ago. This is unfair and unreasonable. Railroads that 
run into Illinois from other states and out of Illinois into 
other states have published tariffs of rates for carrying goods 
in those states and much higher rates for the same article 
carried the same distance in Illinois. These published tariffs 
are easily obtainable and are admitted by the railroad officials 
to be correct and to be in daily use. This discrimination by 
the railroads is unfair and unreasonable. 


WHO IS RESPONSIBLE? 

It is the purpose of the Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association who have taken up this matter, to point out who 
is responsible for this condition of affairs and why it is per- 
mitted to continue. It is also their purpose to keep up the fight 
until this injustice is. wiped out.- The railroads of this state 
must not and shall not be permitted to charge the people of 
Illinois any more than they charge the people of other states 
for a similar service. 

Who makes the freight rates of Illinois? The governor 
and the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners. 
This board, by the act of the legislature creating it, is given the 
power to establish a maximum schedule of freight rates, or 
charges for the transportation of goods in the state of Illinois. 
It also has the power to revise and reduce this schedule when- 
ever it sees fit. 

On March 11, 1903, the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners after a trial which was bitterly contested 
on both sides, announced as their verdict a horizontal reduc- 
tion of twenty-five per cent from the then and present maxi- 
mum schedule of freight rates, but the governor or the rail- 
roads, or both, have kept this reduction from going into effect. 

The commissioners after the trial began to revise the 
schedule in good faith, but the labor of substracting 25 per 
cent from the then existing tariff was too great a strain (?) 
upon those gentlemen and they were compelled on account 
of the health or something else to take their families and 
leave in a special Pullman for the Yellowstone and Pacific 
Coast country. In the meantime you and other dealers 
throughout the state have had to pay into the pockets of the 
railroads from ten to twenty millions of dollars. 

If the merchants and shippers of the state were being 
held up through taxation for such a vast sum of money they 
would rise up in their might and get the matter out of the 
way in a hurry. 
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A BIT OF HISTORY. 

In the fall of 1901, the Quincy Freight Bureau filed with 
the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners of Illinois, a 
petition alleging that the railroads operating in this state 
were charging shippers much higher rates for transportation 
of freight than they were charging shippers in other states 
for like services. To this petition were attached numerous 
tables and schedules compiled from the published and official 
tariffs of railroads having lines in other states, viz: Ohio, 
Michigan, Indiana and Iowa, as well as in Illinois, showing 
the rates charged for various distances in those states in com- 
parison with the rates charged in Illinois. These schedules 
demonstrated local freight rates charged by railroads in IIli- 
nois to be from twenty-five to fifty per cent higher than 
charged by the same roads on their lines in the surrounding 
states. Copies of the petition were sent by the secretary of 
the commission to shippers in all the cities and large towns in 
the state. 

VERDICT AGAINST RAILROADS. 


On March 11, 1903, Chairman Neville announced the de- 
cision of the commission that the schedule of maximum 
freight rates for the state of Illinois was reduced twenty-five 
(25) per cent, and that within a reasonable time the railroads 
would be expected to reduce their freight rates to compiy 
with this order. 

PROMISES MADE. 

A few days after this the Springfield and Decatur mem- 
bers were requested by Assistant Secretary Smith, to whom 
had been referred by the commission the revision of the 
schedule, to meet with him at Springfield and go over the 
figures with him. It soon became apparent to them that the 
commission, for some reason unknown to the shippers, had 
no intention of putting the reduced rates into effect or of 
compelling the railroads to use them. 


HARM TO THE PEOPLE. 

The existing high rates for the cost of transporting goods 
by rail in the state of Illinois are retarding its manufacturing 
and business development and increasing the cost of the 
necessities of life to the consumer. They are unjust and 
oppressive. The state administration is solely‘ responsible for 
them 

COMPARISON OF RATES. 

To more clearly show the great injustice of this discrim- 
ination against the people of Illinois, we give herewith freight 
rates now in effect on railroads in Indiana and Ohio, com- 
pared with rates charged by the same roads on their lines 
in Illinois:

CAUSE OF THE DIFFERENCE. 


The rates charged in Indiana, Ohio and Michigan are 
made by the railroads voluntarily as fair prices for their serv- 
ices. They have the power to raise or lower them as they 
see fit. But as larger engines and cars, lower grades, econo- 
mies in fuel consumption, etc., have reduced the cost of haul- 
ing freight, they have steadily reduced their rates. But in 
Illinois we have a Board of Railroad Commissioners (and a 
governor to supervise their actions) created solely to see to it 
that the railroads treat the public fairly. But on the con- 
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trary, this board to-day furnishes the railroads with a 
schedule and protects them. 
HOW TO DO IT. 


You are paying out hundreds and possibly thousand: 
dollars every year for freight. Nearly one-half of this am: 
you are being robbed of. It is taken out of your poc! 
unfairly. You cannot make money any faster for you: 
than by taking up this subject with your fellow mercha 
and shippers. If it is seen by the political parties and t!

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FURNACE RESTED ON THE WOODEN FLOOR 








An official investigation of a recent fire in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., disclosed the surprising fact that the base 
of the heater of the furnace in the store had been set 
on the wooden flooring without any protection what- 
ever, and that as soon as a fire was built it might 
naturally be anticipated that the woodwork would be 
ignited. 

The owner of an adjoining’ building was so in- 
censed at this carelessness that he sought to make a 
formal complaint against the persons who were re- 
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yonsible for the work. It was then found that there 
as no ordinance whatever covering the subject, and 
iat nothing could be done about it officially. 

It is stated that as the result of this incident there 
ill be incorporated in the revised building ordinances 
provision covering such acts. 
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TORRID SOLDERING FURNACE. 








Geo. W. Diener Mfg. Co., 217 E. Lake St., Chi- 
cago, afe offering to the trade the No. 10 Torrid 
soldering furnace shown in the accompanying cut. This 
furnace, it is claimed, will heat the largest regular 
size soldering coppers made (ranging from 3 to 12) 
and give the benefit of all the flame to one or two 
coppers, burning from each side toward the center,

as shown in the accompanying sketch. This point of 
merit will be heartily appreciated by all mechanics 
who use but two coppers. The heat produced by this 
furnace can be regulated if desired and made suitable 
for the heavy volume of blue flame for large coppers 
or can be kept in generation for any length of time 
with a very low flame. It is thus especially well adapt- 
ed to tinners, sheet metal workers pattern makers and 
kindred trades. The furnace is also serviceable for 
factory use where pressure or gravity oil tank of 
large capacity is used to connect permanently with a 
number of furnaces. The No. Io is provided with a 
large square tank held against expansion under pres- 
sure by stay bolts and tested to withstand 30 pounds 
air pressure. It has a 10-inch brass set air pressure 
pump.

Never 
use foot valves, but always test suction pipe for light- 
ness before setting pump. A very small air hole will 
prevent pump from drawing.

We have a strike on in this town of butter a: 
watches which has many peculiar features (the strik 
not butter and watches). 

Local No. 151, Amalgamated Sheet Metal Worker: 
International Association, of Elgin, presented thei: 
demands to their employers for their signature to tak 
effect April 1, 1904. ‘This agreement is the same as 
one of last year—nine hours a day, 30c per hour mini 
mum, eight hours Saturday, time and a half for over 
time. All the bosses signed willingly but one firm 
Some of the employers remarked that it was very rea 
sonable and satisfactory to them. Bremer & Beilen 
berg, who have a shop also in Chicago, refused to 
sign this agreement, and after two weeks of dickering 
with them, on April 14, the men struck, and are 
out yet. 

Now here is the mysterious part of it. When the 
men quit work their places were filled by union men 
from their Chicago shop. How these men can do that 
and still belong to the union is what is beyond our ken, 
as their constitution and by-laws strictly prohibits a 
member of one union taking the place of a union man 
on a strike, even though the striking union is not a 
member of the I. A. Shortly after the strike, one of 
the strikers went back to work. He recently came 
here from Detroit and showed a card from that local 
He was followed soon after by the “boss,”’ who was 
a member of this local. Since then another union man 
and employe of this firm has been seen at work in this 
shop. The strikers expected he would fail them, as 
he has been a ‘strike breaker in a neighboring city. 
Upon coming to Elgin about a year ago he had to join 
the union. 

Well, I have spoken my little piece, and, as I said 
before, if there is anything in the above that you can 
make use of it is yours, but don’t mention my name 
in connection with it, as I am one of the men who are 
on a strike, and when it is settled if I were known | 
would likely lose “me block.”

This calls 
attention to a number of points in favor of the Cort- 
right roofing, which is made in two styles, the metal 
slate and the Victoria shingle. They are both made 
of the same quality of material, and the side-lock and 
top and bottom overlap features are identical. The 
only difference is in the design. The metal slate, 
while’ somewhat plainer than the Victoria shingle, is 
very neat and attractive, but the latter, on account 
of the high embossing of the center, is very handsome. 
The galvanizing is done by dipping each slate or 
shingle separately into a bath of melted zinc, which 
adds a second coat of fully fifteen pounds on each 
square of goods. By dipping each of the slates or 
shingles separately, and after stamping, a perfect and 
thorough coat is given, leaving no raw or cracked 
edges exposed.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

The market is unquestionably dull. One representa- 
tive, who has been actively engaged in the iron indus- 
try for a score of years, reported that never in his 
career had he known business to be so stagnant as it 
was during the first three days of the present week. 
Discouraging as the present situation undoubtedly is, 
it remains to be noted that despite the increased pro- 
duction, there has been a reduction of stocks during 
the last month. 

It is almost impossible to give accurate quotations. 
Iron is so little in demand that the question of price 
is not seriously considered. Southern irons seem to 
have weakened another 25 cents, and No. 2 foundry, 
Birmingham, can be had for $9.50. Most dealers, 
however, are clinging to the $9.75 schedule, and many 
refuse to part with their stocks for less than $10. 
There is no question but what more favorable prices 
than $9.75, Birmingham, can be made on large lots. 
Transactions during the past week have been few and 
these for small amounts. 

The tie-up,of the lake carriers has not been settled 
yet. Ore is not to be had in great abundance, and a 
permanent strike would probably throw a few furnaces 
out of blast temporarily. The scarcity of ore caused 
by this tie-up and by the present depression of the 
market is sure to cause a reaction before long and 
higher prices will be the result. 

Tt is announced that a gigantic coke oven, to cost 
in the neighborhood of $1,000,000, will shortly be 
established in South Chicago. Before June I more 
than 1,000 men will be employed in its construction. 
With these coke ovens in operation, iron and steel will 
probably he sold more economically than at present. 
The Semet Salvoy Co. is said to be behind the enter- 
prise. 





IRON AND STEEL BARS. 

Little of new business has crept into the mills, but 
demands for full quotas on contracts have been fre- 
quent. Railroads have been taking iron more freely 
than for some time. A gradual improvement is ex- 
pected. Prices are firm, carload lots, mill shipments, 
Chicago delivery, being quoted as follows: Bar iron, 
1.45¢, full extras; soft steel bars, 1.51!4c, half extras; 
with 5c to roc per 100 Ibs. extra for less than a car- 
load and with the regular extras for less than a ton 
of a size; angles, less than 3x3, 1.56%c base, half 
extras; hoops, 1.56%c, full extras. On lots from 
store, we quote iron bars, 1.65c to 1.75c; steel, 1.70c 
to 1.80c base, half extras; hoops, 2c, full extras. 





SHEETS. 


An improvement is to be noted in both black and 
galvanized sheets. Many dealers have retired from 
the market. Cutting of prices has ceased to a great 
extent, most of the cutters having acquired enough 
business to keep them busy. The market is in a bet- 
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ter condition than it has been for a long period. The 
jobbing trade is reported quite active. On mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, for one pass, cold rolled 
sheets, we quote scheduled prices as follows: Nos. 
16 and 17, 2.16%c; Nos. 18 and 21, 2.21%¢; Nos. 
22 and 24, 2.26%c; Nos. 25 and 26, 2.31%c; No. 27, 
2.36%c; No. 28, 2.46%c; No. 29, 2.76%c; No, 30, 
2.86%c. Galvanized sheets, carload lots, mill ship- 
ment, Chicago delivery: Nos. 16 and 17, 2.56%c; 
Nos. 18 and 21, 2.71%4c; Nos. 22 and 24, 2.86%c; 
Nos. 25 and 26, 3.06%c; No. 27, 3.26%c; No. 28, 
3.46%c; No. 29, 3.86%c; No. 30, 4.26%c. On small 
lots from store, we quote black sheets as follows: Nos. 
8 and 10, 2.15¢ to 2.20c; No. 12, 2.20c to 2.25c; No. 
14, 2.30c to 2.35c; No. 16, 2.40c to 2.45c; Nos. 18 
and 20, 2.50c to 2.55c; Nos. 22 and 24, 2.55¢ to 2.60c; 
No. 26, 2.65c¢ to 2.70c; No. 27, 2.75¢ to 2.80c; No. 
28, 2.80c to 2.85c; No. 29, 2.95¢ to 3c; No. 30, 3.10c 
to 3.25c. Galvanized, 75 and 7% per cent on gauges 
16 and heavier and 75 and 10 per cent on gauges 18 
and higher. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


A fair demand keeps up for small lots, the aggre- 
gate of which makes a respectable tonnage. Prices 
are strong, and we quote: Beams and channels, 16 
inches and under, 1.76%c; 18 inches and over, 
1.€6'%4c; universal plates, 1.76%c; angles, 3x3 and 
larger, 1.81¥%4c; zees, 1.76%c. On lots from store, 
we quote beams, channels and angles, 3x3 and larger, 
2c; 18, 20 and 24 inch, 1oc extra; tees, 2.05¢ rate. 





PLATES. 


Reports of shading of prices are current, but not 
verified. Movements of stocks, especially from job- 
bers, are active, but very few shipments are reported 
directly from the mills. We continue to quote asso- 
ciation prices on carload lots, mill shipments, Chicago 
delivery: Tank steel, %4-inch and heavier, 1.76%4c;
